- ORDINANCE NO. 607 


AN' ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE 


FOR 
THE 
COLLECTION 
OF? 


SPECTION OF PREMISES AND 
GARBAGE AND FOR THE IN- 
FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
HOPE. ARKANSAS: 
•SECTION 1. From and after the 
passage and approval of this or- 
dinance, all garbage shaE be col- 
lected regularly by the employees 
of the City of Hope, Arkansas or 
by some person, firm, or corpora- 
tion as an agent of the City of 
Hope, Arkansas and no other per- 
son, firm, or corporation shall be 
allowed to collect said garbage ex- 
cept said employee, or agent, of 
said City of Hope, Arkansas: and 
aid City of Hope, Arkansas, for 
,aid services shall collect fees as 
follows, to-wiU , - . - . . 


(a). A fee of fifty cents (50c) per 
month or fractional ,.part there- 
of is hereby levied for each res- 
idence and each unit' of a mul- 
tiple family 
dwelling 
house 
actually occupied as a resi- 
dence, and for each business 
house and each 
commercial 
house, 
and 
each 
industrial) 
house in the City of Hope, Ar- 
' kansas. Said fee to be payable 


in advance. 


(b). The fee mentioned in di- 
vision (a) of this section is 
hereby, levied on and collecta- 
ble .from' that person who in 
contemplation 
of law is the 
head of the family residing in 
the dwelling house unit. And 
in the event there is no head 
of the family, the fee set out 
above is hereby levied on and 
shall be collectable from each 
adult residing on the premises, 
providing however 
that not 
more than one fee per month 
shall be paid for each dwelling 
house unit in which there is no 
head of the family. 


SECTION 2. 'The City Council 
shall have the power to reduce or 
ncrease the fee herein listed for 
said services by resolution. 


SECTION 3. Garbage within the 
meaning of this ordinance shall be 
construed to include all rejected 
food waste and to include every 
accumulation of naimal, fish, fowl 
Tuit, or vegetable matter used or 
ntended for food or anything in 
tended for the preparation of food 
used in cooking, dealing in, or stor 
ing of meat, fish, fowl, fruits, or 
vegetables. 
SECTION 4. The occupants o 
every private dwelling and every 
public building 
shall 
provide a 
metalic, plywood or plastic can or 
cans with tight fitting covers fo 
the holding of garbage and shall 
place same at a point on the prem- 
ises where the garbage collector 
may have access to same; if said 
premises has an alley, said gar 


can as provided by this ordinance. 
SECTION 7. Garbage shall be 
collected from private residences 
by the City at least twice, a week; 
and garbage shall be collected by 
the City from business houses, hos- 
pitals, schools, hotels, restaurants, 
and other pla-ces handling food for 
sale to the general public, at least 
six (6) times' weekly.

AN' ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE 


FOR 
THE 
COLLECTION 
OF? 


SPECTION OF PREMISES AND 
GARBAGE AND FOR THE IN- 
FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
HOPE. ARKANSAS: 
•SECTION 1. From and after the 
passage and approval of this or- 
dinance, all garbage shaE be col- 
lected regularly by the employees 
of the City of Hope, Arkansas or 
by some person, firm, or corpora- 
tion as an agent of the City of 
Hope, Arkansas and no other per- 
son, firm, or corporation shall be 
allowed to collect said garbage ex- 
cept said employee, or agent, of 
said City of Hope, Arkansas: and 
aid City of Hope, Arkansas, for 
,aid services shall collect fees as 
follows, to-wiU , - . - . . 


(a). A fee of fifty cents (50c) per 
month or fractional ,.part there- 
of is hereby levied for each res- 
idence and each unit' of a mul-

dwelling 
house 
actually occupied as a resi- 
dence, and for each business 
house and each 
commercial 
house,

industrial) 
house in the City of Hope, Ar- 
' kansas. Said fee to be payable 


in advance. 


(b). The fee mentioned in di- 
vision (a) of this section is 
hereby, levied on and collecta- 
ble .from' that person who in 
contemplation 
of law is the 
head of the family residing in 
the dwelling house unit. And 
in the event there is no head 
of the family, the fee set out 
above is hereby levied on and 
shall be collectable from each 
adult residing on the premises, 
providing however 
that not 
more than one fee per month 
shall be paid for each dwelling 
house unit in which there is no 
head of the family. 


SECTION 2. 'The City Council 
shall have the power to reduce or 
ncrease the fee herein listed for 
said services by resolution. 


SECTION 3. Garbage within the 
meaning of this ordinance shall be 
construed to include all rejected 
food waste and to include every 
accumulation of naimal, fish, fowl 
Tuit, or vegetable matter used or 
ntended for food or anything in 
tended for the preparation of food 
used in cooking, dealing in, or stor 
ing of meat, fish, fowl, fruits, or 
vegetables. 
SECTION 4. The occupants o 
every private dwelling and every 
public building 
shall 
provide a 
metalic, plywood or plastic can or 
cans with tight fitting covers fo 
the holding of garbage and shall 
place same at a point on the prem- 
ises where the garbage collector 
may have access to same; if said 
premises has an alley, said gar 


can as provided by this ordinance. 

Garbage shall be 
collected from private residences 
by the City at least twice, a week;

All retail prices to moderate-in- 


come city families, the BLS re- 
port said, advanced 1.2 per cent 
for the month, which ended 145.9 
per cent above the 1935-39 aver- 
age and 48 per cent more than the 
pre-war level in August, 1939. 


"Higher prices for food, clothing

BLS said, "but all major groups 
contributed to the rise."
